II. — It being essential to tbe maintenance of tlie Election by 

'Committee. 
Athensum, in conformity with the principles upon , 

which it was originally founded, that the annual 
introduction of a certain number of persons of dis- 
tinguished eminence in Science, Literature, or the 
Arts, or for Public Services, should be secured, a 
limited number of persons of such qualificatious 
shall be elected by the Committee. The number 
so elected shall not exceed Nine in each year. 
The elections shall take place during the months 
of January, February, Marcli, and April. The

But no alteration of the Rules or Re- 
gulations of the Club shall take place unless upon a 
proposal in writing signed by Two Members, which 
shall be sent to the Committee One Month, and be 
hung up in one of the public rooms a Fortnight, before 
the General Meeting, and be printed and added to 
the Report. If any such new Rule or alteration shall 
be proposed and passed at such Meeting, a second 
Meeting shall be held on that day fortnight, for the 
sole purpose of nUifying oi reguUUng «xi^ i^vo'^of^- 
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tions which may have heen voted on the Second 
Monday in May, except the choice of the Committee, 
which shall be final on the first election. The Annual 
Abstract and Estimate are to be laid on the tables of 
the Club a Fortnight before the General Meeting.

XXIV.— No object, except wbat relates to the 
management of tbe concerns of tbe Club, sball ever 
be proposed or brougbt forward for discussion at any 
Annual or General Meeting. Tbe Cbair sball be 
taken at all Meetings at One o'clock precisely. 

XXV. — Tbe Club-bouse must be open every day 
for tbe reception of Members, at Nine o'clock in tbe 
forenoon, and be sbut up at One o'clock a.m., after 
wbich bour no Member sball be admitted. Sucb 
Members, bowever, as may tben bappen to be actually 
witbin tbe bouse, are not to be restricted or influ- 
enced with respect to tbeir departure by tbis Rule.

XXIX. — Any defect in a Breakfast or Dinner, 
complained of on the back of the Bill, and signed 
by the Member so complaining, must be especially 
noticed by the Committee, on settling the Weekly 
Accounts. And any inattention or improper con- 
dact of a Servant is to be stated by letter, and signed 
by the Member complaining, which Icttert being put 
into the Secretary's box, must be laid before the 
Committee at their next Weekly Meeting. 

XXX. — All Members are to pay their Bills for 
every expense they incur in the Club, before they 
leave the House ; the Steward having positive orders 
not to open accounts with any individual,

Institution. 

XXXII.^No game of Hazard shall on any ac- 
count be ever played, nor shall Dice be used in the 
Club-house. 

XXXIIL— No higher stake than Half-Guinea 
Points shall be ever played for. 

XXXIV. — Any deviation from the three last- 
mentioned Rules shall, on satisfactory proof before 
the Committee, be attended with immediate ex- 
pulsion. 

XXXV. — No Member shall, on any account, bring 
a Dog into the Club-house. 

XXXVI.— Any infraction of the Kules and Re- 
gulations of the Club shall be taken immediate cog- 
nizance of by the Committee. 

XXXVIT. — All expulsions for breach of any of 
these Rules shall be the act of the Committee, at 
which, however, not less than Thirteen Members 
shall, on every such occasion, be present, and the 
Majority shall concur thereiu.

The Bstimate on the year's Beceipts and I)i8bnr86ment8, 
termxna;thtg' on the dlst December, 1851, stntidpated eH 
excess of the latter to the amotmt of £B4!t lis, 2d, the 
ikctnai hatance, however, is in fiivonr of the Receipts, wfaldb 
have exceeded the I)i8har8ements by £43 6s, M., not* 
Withstan^ng that fl payment of ^§1023 9«. lOd. was made 
an account of the year ^iS^tag Slst December, 1850; and 
an instaknent of £1000, discliarging the debt to thd 
jftioenix Fire Olftce, Was e^cted. Snbsegnently to the 
dose of the Accotnit, a fiirther payment of £1000, on 
aeooont of the debt dad by the Clnb to other parties, has 
been made, redndng the total debt at the present momextt 
to lio more than £2000, against which the valuable pro- 
perty of the Club^ in the House, Fnmitmce,IA!bt«r3>%^.> 
presents a balance of £44,812 48. *ld. 
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The Estimate of the Receipts and Disbursements of the 
current year, renders it probable that there will be also a 
surplus in favour of the former, after payment of the 
£1000 alluded to ; and it might be expected that, in the 
course of another year or two, the whole debt of the Club 
would be discharged. ' It win become necessary, however, 
in 1853, if not earlier, to clean and repiur the House, and 
renew much of the furniture and fittings ; and as tlie Club 
is well aware, firom past experience, these arrangements 
cannot be carried into operation without incurring a heavy 
outlay, much exceeding its immediately available resources. 
The chai^ will therefore have to be defrayed by borrow- 
ing, and will again leave the Club in debt, for the gradual 
liquidation of which any annual surplus that may accrue 
through several years will be required. Your Committee, 
omsequently, feel themselves compelled unanimously to 
recommend that no reduction shall be made in the rate of 
the annual subscription, but that it continue for a further 
period of three years to be six guineas per annum, or 
otherwise serious embarrassment may be anticipated from 
the inadequacy of the income of the Club to provide for the 
obligations entfuled, by this extra but unavoidable ex- 
penditure.

The Report which yottr Committee are enabled to present 
to yon of the affairs of the Club during the past year, is of 
the same satisfactory tenonr as those which have for some 
years past been laid before you. 

The Estimates of the Receipts and Disbursements of the 
year, terminating on the Slst December, 1852, anticipated 
a surplus on the former, in addition to the payment of an 
instalment of £1000 on the outstanding debt, and this 
anticipation has been realized. The total amount of 
Disbunements is £11,373 Ids. 6d, that of Receipts 
£11,051 178. lOd., showing an apparent balance gainst 
the latter of £321 15s. 8(f., which has been borrowed &om 
the Receipts of the current year, 1853, to balance the 
account. The Disbursements, however, on account of the 
current charges of the Club are but £9373 13*. 6<?., giving 
a surplus receipt of £1681 28. 4(2., of which £1000 was 
applied to payment of the debt ; a similar sum, composed of 
the balance and of the sum advanced from 1853, was 
invested in Exchequer bills, and this has since hofi^'c^ «la«^ 
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applied to the further liquidation of the debt, making it 
at the present moment no more than £1000. It is to b« 
observed also that the Disbursements include a charge not 
comprised in the Estimate — ^the expenses attending the 
fitting up of the Club on the occasion of the Duke of 
Wellington's funeral, amounting to £538 129. 6d, It may 
be satisfactory to the Club to be informed that the arrange- 
ments then adopted provided seats for 653 ladies, and that 
above 1200 persons, members and visitors, were accommo- 
dated during the day. 

The Estimated Receipts of the year 1853 are stated at / 
£9797 98. Ad.] the expenses, including the instalment of 
£1000, at £8634 168.; leaving an expected balance of 
£1162 ISs. 14id. in favour of the year's transactions. But, 
on the other hand, the Committee have directed their 
attention to the approaching necessity which exists for a 
general Eepair of the Building, and for the expediency of 
enlarging it in consequence of the large increase in the 
Library, and also for the greater accommodation of the 
Members — arrangements which will involve a very con- 
siderable outlay. 

There is a special addition to the Receipts of the present 
year on account of the Library, a legacy of £500 in the 
3 per cent. Consols having been left by the Rev. Charles 
Tumor, for the purpose of being laid out in the purchase of 
books for the Club. 

Many valuable additions have been made to the library 
during the past year, and the Club continues to receive, in 
the form of donations, frequent proofs of the interest taken 
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in the collection by members and others. Amongst the
